- THE IMMORTAL HOUR" 


The story of "The Immortal Hour" is a variation on one of the oldest stories in the world which, 
in different forms, has been told and re-told. It is of the winning back of the wayward or wanderer to a 
former state of happiness. In the classics, the more usual form tells of the immortal who, from a fall of 
grace, or discontent, has come to share the woes of mortals, and this is the form Fiona Macleod has adopted. 


Eochaidh (Yochay), High King of Ireland, is a mortal. Midir, Prince of the Hidden People 

(or Shee), one of the races of the immortals. Etain, a lost princess, once one of the Hidden People and 

"later Queen of Eochaidh. Dalua, from е: world of the immortals, the "Faery fool, the elder and a 

dreadful god, the mysterious and potent spirit," avoided even by the immortals themselves. He is "the 

shadow of pale hopes, forgotten dreams, and madness of men's minds." His touch is death; madness 
comes to all who pass within the shadow of his shape. 


Play opens with a long scene between Dalua and the voices of the unseen in the wood. Dalua himself, 
at his first appearance, is uncertain of his purpose. "I have come hither . . . and know not why I come." 
He is quick to read the thoughts and dreams of men and immortals, and knows that Etain, in a spirit of 
unrest, has wandered from the land of the hidden people, vaguely searching for she knows not what. He 
knows that Eochaidh, wearied of wars and idle strife and the rituals of court, has “wooed the immortal 


. hour... to lead him to one more beautiful than any mortal maid." Dalua, by his power, causes Etain 


and Eochaidh in turn to meet him in the forest glade; it is his purpose that they shall meet, and the immortal 
become the bride of the mortal king. 


Dalua tells Etain of the king she is to meet and promises he shall love her. When she has gone, 
Eochaidh, under the spell of Dalua's influence, comes to the forest. During their scene, the King tells Dalua 
that he has come “led by dreams and visions." Dalua promises to show him "the fountain of all dreams," 
and their retreating voices are echoed through the wood as the scene ends. 


Scene II is the cabin of the huntsman, Manus, and his wife, Maive. Etain is already with them 
and being hospitably entertained. A mysterious stranger has called and left three golden pieces-- “One for 
her who shares our scanty fare, one for any who might come, and one—?" 


A fair day is ending in a stormy night. . A knock, and a cry asking for admittance is heard, and King 
Eochaidh comes. He is under something more than mortal guidance; the rain is falling in torrents, yet as 
Manus passes his hand over the King's cloak he is amazed: "He is not wet; the driving rains have left no 
single drop." The King is struck by Etain's beauty. He begs the huntsman to give him shelter for the 
night, and on asking Etain's permission, she answers "how could I grudge you," ... She, foredoomed to 
fulfil the purposes of Dalua, responds to the passionate pleading of the King. There is mocking laughter 
from the wood of the unseen, and from the far distance comes a song. Etain is lost to the presence of the 
King; she remembers only the land from which she has wandered, the Land of Heart’s Desire. “How beautiful 
they are, the lordly ones.” 


So ends the first act. 


Act II takes place after an interval of a year. Eochaidh, in the hall of the royal Dun, or Palace, is 
holding festival in honour of the Queen; his attendants, Bards, Warriors and Druids are assembled. “On the 
night which rounds my year of office, we feast together." He asks the Queen to speak to them; she thanks 
them, but, saying she is weary, she makes excuse and goes to bed. 


The ceremony ended, and the King left alone with the old Bard, he is startled by the appearance 
of a stranger; it is Midir, the Prince of the Hidden People (or Shee). He tells Eochaidh he is a King's son, 
and has come to ask a boon, which Eochaidh gives his kingly word to gratify. It is to touch with his own 
lips the white hand of the Queen. The King is troubled. "Sir, I would that boon were other than it is, 
for the Queen sleeps." 


A messenger is sent to the Queen. She comes, but her queenly garments have been changed for the 
simple frock she wore when she first met the King. 


Prince Midir sings again the song that ended the first act: "How beautiful they are, the lordly ones." 


Etain is overpowered by the mystic influence of Midir; she leaves the King and follows Midir to 
rejoin the immortals. 


To the lonely and deserted King comes Dalua. Eochaidh pleads. “My dreams...” Dalua touches 
the King. “There is none left but this . . . the dream of Death.”
